PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 

Fellow-citizens of the Senate 

and House of Representatives: 

The pa -i ha- been au eventful year, and will 
hereaf erbe referred to as e marked epoch in the 
history of the world. While we«have been hap- 
pily preserved from the calamities of war, our 
domestic prosperity has not been entirely unin- 
terrupted. The crops in portions of the coun- 
try have been nearly cut off. Disease has pre- 
vailed to a greater extent than luual; and the 
sacrifice of Hamad life, through casualties by sea 
and bud, is without a parallyl. But the pos- 
tileuce has swept by. and restored salubrity in- 
vites the absent to 'their homes, and the return 
of business to its ordinary channels. If the 
earth has rewarded the labor of the husbandman 
less bountifully I has in preceding seasons, it has 
left him with "abundance for domestic wants, 
and a large surplus for exportation. In the pre >- 
eni, therefore, as in the past, we find ample 
grounds for reverent thankfulness to the God of 
Grace and Providence, for His protecting care 
and merciful dealings with us as a people.

The wise theoryof this government, so- earlv 
adopted and steadily pursued, of avoiding all 
entangling alliances, lias hitherto exempted it 
from many complications, in which it would 
otherwise have become involved. Notwith- 
standing this our clearly defined and well sus- 
tained cour.-c of action, and our geographical po- 
sition so rpnioie from Europe, increasing dis- 
position his been manifested, by tome' of its 
governments, to supervise, and, in certain re- 
spects, to direct, our foreign policy. In plans 
for adjusting the balance of power among them- 
selves, they have assumed to take us into ac ; 
count, and would constrain, us to coniform our 
conduct to their viows. One or another of the 
powers of Europe has. from iiineto time, un- 
dertaken" to enforce arbitrary regulations; con- 
trary in many re ••pee' s to e 'tarnished principlesof 
iute'rnatiouallaw.' That law, the United S. aj.es 
have in their foreign ^intercourse, uniforiuly-re- 
tspectc.l and observed, and they cannot* recognize 
any such interpositions therein, as the tefljiora- 
ry interests of others may suggest. Tiiuy <*> not 
admit that tho sovereigns of one cssrtinent, or of 
a particular community of states, can legislate 
for all others. 

Larving the trans-a'lautic nations to adjust 
their polt.ica! system, in the way they may 
think best for the common welfare, the indepen- 
dent powers of this continent may well assert 
the right to be exempt from all annoying inter- 
ference on their part. Systematic abstinence 
from intimate poli, ical connexion with distant 
foreign nations, does not conflict with giving 
the widest range to our foreign commerce. 'fhis 
distinction, so clearly marked in history, seems 
to have been overlooked, or d i -regard ed , by some 
leading foreign" states. Our refusal to be 
brought within, and subjected to, their peculiar 
system, has, 1 fear, created a jealous distrust of 
our conduct, and induced, on their part, occa- 
sional acts of disturbing effect upon our foreign

cigu rrghts, belonging alike to all nations, and 
by many liberally exercised. Under such cir- 
cumstaucsx, it could hardly have been expect- 
ed that thstse among them, which have, within 
a comparatively lucent period, subdued and 
absorbed ancient kingdoms, planted their stunt 
dards i n every continent, and now possess, or 
claim the con. rol of, the islands of every ocean 
as their apprnpria e domain, watild look with 
unfriendly, sen. imeuts upon the acquisitions ef 
this country, in every instance honorably ob- 
tiined, or would hel themselves justified [n im- 
puting our advancement to a spirit of aggres- 
sion or to a passion for political prodoniiuaucc. 

Our foreign commerce has reached a magni- 
tude uud extent nearly equal to that of the 
first maritime power of the earth", and exceed- 
ing that of any other. - Over this great iutere i, 
in which not only oar merchants, but all clas- 
ses of cit izens, a, least indirectly, are concern- 
ed, it is the duty of the executive and legisla- 
tive branches of the government lo exercise a 
careful supervision, and adopt spropar measures 
for its protection.. The policy wnich I have 
had in view, in regard to this interest, embraces 
its future as well as its present security. 

Long experience has shown that, in general, 
wheislhe principal p >\vecs of Europe are engag- 
ed in war, the rights of neutral nations are en- 
dangered. This consideration led, in the pro- 
gress of the' war of our independence, li> the 
format ion of the celebrated confederacy of arm- 
ed neutrality, a primary object of which VM, to 
eseerl he doctrine, that i'reo ships make free goods, 
except in the case of articles contraband of war; a 
doctrine which, from the very commencement of 
our national being, has been a cherished idea of 
tho statesmen of this country. 

At one period or another, every mari.iine pow- 
er has, by some solemn treaty stipulation, recog- 
nized that principle; and it might have been 
hoped t ha' a: would come to be universally re- 
enved and re pucted as a rule of interna: lonal 
law. Cut the refusal of one power prevented 
this, and in tho next great wax which ensued, 
that of the French revolution, it failed to be re- 
spected anion* the beligerent states of Europe. 
Notwithstanding this, the principle is generally 
admitted to be a sound and salutary one; so 
much so, that, at the commencement of the ex- 
isting war in Europe, Great Britain .mi France 
announced their purpose to observe it for ihc 
present; m>t, however, as a recognized interna- 
tional right, but as mere concession for the 
time being. The co-operation, however, of 
these two powerful' maritime nations in the in 
teres) of neutral rights, appeared tume to afford, 
an occasion, inviting and justifying, on the part 
of the United States, a renewed effort to make 
the doctrine in question a principle of interna- 
tional law, by mean s of .special conventions be- 
tween the Several powers of Europe and Ameri- 
ca. Accordingly, a proposition, embracing not 
only the rule that free ships make free goods, ex- 
cept contra and articles, but al-o, the less eon- 
tested one. that neutral property, other than 
contraband, though on board enemy's ships, 
shallbe exempt from confiscation, has been sub- 
mitted by this Government to those of Europe 
and America. 

Russia acted promptly in this matter, and a 
convention was concluded, between that country 
and the United S a'es, providing for the observ- 
ant's! of the principles announced, not only as 
between themselves, but nl-o as between them 
and all other nations, which shall enter into like 
stipulations. Norn- of Uip other powers have as 
yet taken final action on the subject. I am not 
aware, however, that any objection to tlje pro- 
posed stipulations has been made} but on the 



contrary, they are acknowledged to be essential 
to the security of neutral commerce; atld the on- 
ly apparent obstacle to their general adoption js 
in the pos-ibility, that it may be encumbered by 
inadmi-ible conditions. 

Tin' King of the two Sicilies has expressed to 
rtur Minister at Xsplcshis readiness to concur 
in our propositions relative to neutral lights, and 
to alter into a convention on that subject. 

The King of Prussia entirely approves «f the 
project of a treaty to the same effect, submitted 
to him, but proposes an additional article, pro- 
viding for the renuncia'iou of privateering. — 
Such an article, for most obvious reasons, is 
much desired by nations having naval 
establishments large in proportion to their 
foreign commerce. If it Were adopted as an 
international rule, the commerce of a nation 
having comparatively a small naval force, would 
be very much at the inercv of its enemy, in ca-e 
of war with a power of decided naval superi- 
ority. *The bare statement of the condition in 
which the United States would be placed, after 
having surrendered the right to resort to priva- 
teers, in the event of war with a belligerant of 
naval supremacy, will show that this Govern- 
ment Could never listen tsi such a proposition. — 
The navy of the first maritime power in Europe 
is at least ten times as large as that of the Uni- 
ted States. The foreign commerco of the two 
countries is nearly equal, and about equally ex- 
posed to hostile depredatious. In the event of war 
between that power and the United States witho. t 
resort on our part to our mercantile marine, the 
means of our enemy to iiiftict injury upon our 
commerco would be tenfold greater than ours to 
retaliate. We could not extricate our country 
from this} unequal condition, with such an ene- 
my, unle-s we at once departed from oUr pres- 
ent peaceful policy, add became a great naval 
power. Nor would this couutry be better situ- 
a.ed in war with one of the secondary naval 
powers. Though .the naval dispariiy would be 
l«9S, the greater exteut, and more expo-cd con- 
dition of our wide spread commerce, would give 
any of them a like advantage over us. 

The proposition to enter into engagements to 
forego re-ort to privateer-, in cu e this couutry* 
be forced into war with a great naval power, 
is not entitled U> more favorable consideration 
than would be a proposition lo agree not lo ac- 
cepMhe services of volunteers fur operations on 
laud. When the honor or the rights of our 
country require it to assume u hostile attitude, 
it confidently relies upon the. patriotism of its 
citizens, not ordinarily devoted io the military 
profession, to augment the army and the navy, 
so as to niulstc-thcin fully adequate to the emer- 
gency which calls .lliem into action. The pro- 
po-al to surrender the .right to employ priva- 
teers, is professedly founded upon the principle, 
thai private property of unotfeiiding uoii-conitjat- 
ants, i hough enemies, should be exempt trom 
the ravage- of war; but the proposed surrender 
goes but little way in-carrying out that princi- 
ple, which equally requires that such private 
property should not be seized or molested by 
national ships of war. Should the leading- pow- 
ers of Europe concur in proposing, as a rule of 
international law, to exempt private property, 
upon the ocean, from seizure by public armed 
cruisers, as well as by privateers, the United 
States will readily iuo£t them ujion the bfoad 
ground. 

Since the adjournment of Congress, the rati- 
fications of the treaty between the United Btttel 
end Great Britain, re'a ive to coast fisheries, and 
t > reciprocal irade with the British Nor.h Amer- 
ican provinces, have been exchanged, and some 
of its anticipated advantages are already* enjoy- 
ed by us, although it.s full execution was to 
abide certain acts of legislation not ye; fully per- 
formed. So soon as it was ratified, Great Brit- 
ain opened to our commerce the free naviga- 
tion of the St. Lawrence, and to our fishermen 
unmolested access to the shores and bays, from 
which they had been previously excluded, on 
the coasts of her North Amerii!ai» province-; in 
return for which she naked for the introduction 
free uf duty, into the ports of the United S.ates, 
of the fish caught b;i the same coast by British 
fishermen. This being the compensation stipu- 
lated in the treaty, for privileges yf the highest 
importance and value to the United Sate-, 
which w ere thus voluntarily yielded beforeit be- 
came effective, the request "seemed to me a rea- 
sonable one; but it could not be acceded i i, from 
want of authority to' suspend our laws impo- 
sing duties upon all foreign fish. In the mean- 
time, tho Treasury Department issued a regula- 
tion, for ascertaining the duties paid or secured 
by the bonds on fish caught on the coasts of the 
British provinces, and brought to our markets by 
British subjects, aLcr the fishing-grounds litifl 
been niatlclully accessible to the citizens of the 
United States. 

I recommend U> your fovorable consideration 
a proportion, wrii' h will be submitted to yon, 
for auth.sity to refund the duties and cancel 
the bonds thus received. The Provinces of Can- 
ada and New Brunswick have also anticipated 
the full operation of the- treaty, by* legislati Ve 
arrangements, respectively, to admit free of du- 
ly, the products of the United States mentioned 
iii the free list of the treaty ;an.l an anipgement, 
.similar tot Imt regsfdini; British ti-h, has been 
ma le fo.-dutic'n ewchargeable on the products of 
these Provinces euumera ed in ihesame free list, 
and introduced therefrom into the United S a e ; 
a proposition for refunding which will, in my 
judgment, be in like manner, entitled to your 
favorable cunsiderat ion. 

There is a difference of opinion between tjie 
United States ami Great Britain as to the boun- 
dary line of the Territory of Washington ad- 
joining the Bri'ish possessions on the Pacific, 
which has already led todifficulties on the part of 
the citizens and local authorities of the two gov- 
ern netits. I recommend that provision be qiade 
f.ira commission, tobe joined by one on the part 
'of her Britanic Majesty, for the purpose of run- 
ning and establishing the line in controversy. — 
Certain stipulations of the third and fourth" ar- 
ticles of the trca'y concluded by the United 
States and Great Brit inn in 1846. regarding pos- 
■e -so.-y rights of the Hudson Bay Company, and 
property of the l'ugei's Souiul Agricultural 
Company, have given rise to serious disputes, 
and It is important to all concerned, that sum- 
mary means of settling them amicuWy should 
be devised. I have reason to believe that an 
arrangement can be made on ju-st terms, for the 
extinguishment of the rights in question, em- 
bracing, also, the ri^ht of the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany lo the navigation of the river Columbia; 
and I therefore suggest to your consideration, 
the expediency of making a contingent ajipropri- 
ati in for that purpose. 

France was the early and efficient ally of the 
United States in their struggle for independence. 
From that time to the present, with occasional 
slight interruptions, cordial relations of friend- 
ship have existed between the (governments and 
people of the two countries. 1 ho kindly senti- 
ments, cherished alike by both nations, have led 
to extensive social and commercial intorcnurse, 
which, 1 trust, will not be interrupted or check- 
ed by auv casual event of an apparently unsat- 
isfactory" charactei. The French consul at San 
Francisco was, not long syice, brought into the 
United States District Court at that place, by 
compulsory process, as a witness in favor of an- 
other foreign consul, in violation, as the French 
Government conceives, of his pcivilejes under 
our consular convention with France. There 
being .nothing in the transaction which would 
imply anv disrespect to France or its consul such 
explanation has been made as I hope will be 
satisfactory. Subsequently, misun der standing 
arose on the subject of the" French Government 
having, as it- appeared, abruptly excluded the 
American Minister to Spain from passing 
through France, on his way from Loudon to 
Madrid. 

But that government has unequivocally disa- 
vowel any design to deny the right of transit 
to the Minister of the United States, and after 
explanations to this effect, he has resumed his 
journey, and actually retured through France to 
Spain. I Mreofith lay before Congress the cor- 
respondence on this subject between our envoy 
at Paris, aiul the minister of foreign relations 
of the French government. 

The position of our affairs with Spain remains 
as at the close of your last session. Internal ag- 
itation, assuming very nearly the character of 
political revolution, has recently convul-sd that 
country. The late ministers were violently ex

The commission to establish the new line be- 
tween the United States and Mexico, according 
to the provisions of the treaty of the 30th of De- 
cember last, has been organzied, and the wqrk 
is already commenced. , 

Our treaties with the Argent ine confederation, 
and with tho Republic of Uruguay and Para- 
guay, secure to us the freejiavigation of the riv- 
er La Plata, and some oi the larg-jrtributarics; 
but the same success lius not attended our en- 
deavors to open the Amazon. The reasons in 
favor of the Tree use of that river, I had occasion 
tn present fully, in a forftier message; and, con- 
sidering the cordial relatiops which have long 
existed between this government and Brazil, it 
may be expected that pending negotiations will, 
eventually, reach a favorable result. 

Convenient means of transit, between tho sev- 
eral parts of a country, are uot only desirable 
for the objfcctsof commercial and p r-onal Com- 
munication, but essential to its existence under 
one government. Separated as are tie Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts of the United »S. a'es by the 
whole breadth of the continent, still the inhabi- 
tants of each are closely bound together by com- 
munity of origin and institutions, and by strong 
attachment to the Union. Hence the constant 
and increasing intercourse, and vast interchange 
of commercial productions, between these re- 
mote divisions of the Republic. 'At the present 
time, the moil practicable and only commodious 
routes for communication between them are by 
the wav of that Isthmus of Central America, it 
is toe duty of the government to secure these av- 
enues against all danger of interruption. 

in relation to Ceniral America, perplexing 
questions existed between the Unued Suites and 
Great Britain at the timeof the cession of Cali- 
fornia. These, as well as. questions which sub- 
sequently arose concerning inter-oceanic com- 
munication ;i<'ro-s the isthmus, were, ns it was 
supposed, adjusted by the treaty of April 19, 
l*>»J>buf, unfortunately, they have been re- 
opened by serious misunderstanding as to the 
import of some of its provisions, a re-ad justment 
of which is uow under consideration. Our Min- 
ister at LondouJias made strenuous efforts toac- 
oomplish this desirable object, 4 but has not yet 
found it possible to bring the negotiations to a 
termination. 

As incidental to these questions, I deem it 
proper to notice an occurrence which happened 
«u Central America, near the close of the last 
session of Congress. So soon, as the necessity 
was perceived of establishing inter-oceanic com- 
munication across the Isthmus, a company was 
organized, under authority of the State of Nic- 
aragua, but composed, for the most part, of cit- 
izens of the' United States, for tho purpose of 
opening such a transit way, by the river San 
Juan and Lake Nicaragua, which soon became 
an eligible and much used route in the transpor- 
tation of our citizens and their property bet ween 
the Atlantic and Pacific. Meanwhile, and iu 
anticipation of the completion uud importance 
of this transit way, a number of adventurers 
had taken possession of the old Spauish port 
at the mouth of the river San J uan, In open de- 
fiance of the State or S.ates of Ceutral Amer- 
ica, which, upon their becoming independent, 
had rightfully succeeded to the local sovereignty 
and jurisdiction of Spain. These adventurers 
undertook lo change the name of the place from 
San Juan del Norte to Greytown, and, though 
at first pretending to act as the subjects of the 
fictitious sovereign of the Mosquiio Indians, 
they subsequently repudiated the con.rol of any 
power wha ever, assumed to adopt a distinct po- 
litical organization, and declared themselves au 
independent sovereign State. If, at some time, 
a faint hope was entertained that they might be- 
come a stable and respectable community, that 
hope soon vanished. They proceeded to asseri 
unfounded claims lo civil jurisdiction over Pun,- 
ta Arenas, a position on the opposite side of the 
river San Juan, which was in possession, under 
a title wholly independent of them, of citizens 
ot the United S. ales, .interested in the Nicara- 
gua Transit Company, and which was iudispen

At length, perceiving no disposition on 
the partof the town to comply with^his requisi- 
tions, be appealed to the couiinauder of her Brit- 
anic Majesty's schooner ."Bermuda," who was 
seen to have intercourse, and apparently much 
influence with the leaders among them, — ts> in- 
terpose, and punstiade themto take some course 
calculated to save tho necessity pf resorting to 
the extreme measures indicated in the procla- 
mation; but that officer instead of acceding to tile 
request, did nothing more than to protest against 
the c intemplatesl bombardment. .No steps of any 
sort were taken by the people, to give the satis- 
faction required. " No individuals, if ever there 
were, who^regarded themselves as not responsi- 
ble forthe nusconduct of the community, adopt- 
ed any means to separate themselves from the 
fate 01 the guilty. The seventl charges, on which 
the demands for redress were founded, ha I been 
publicly known to them. They did not deny 
any of these charges; they offered no explanation, 
nothing in extenuation of their conduct;butcon- 
tumr.ciously refused to hold any intercourse with 
the commander of the "Cyane." By their ob- 
stinate silence they seemed ^rather desirous to 
provoke chastisement than escape it. There is 
ample reason to believe that this Conduct of wam- 
ton defiance, on their part, is imputable chiefly 
to the delusive idea that the Ameriean govem- 
mcflt would be deterred from punishing them 
through fear of displeasing a formidable fotc'gn 
power, which they presumed to think, looked 
with complacency upon their aggressive and in- 
sulting deportment towards the United S'ntes. 
The' •'.Cyane" at length fired upon the town. 
Before much injury had been dona, the firing was 
twice Ki.-pendedj in order to afford opportuni- 
ty for an arrangement: but this was declined. 
M.wt of the buildings of the place, ofjlittle value 
generally, were in the sequel; destroyed; but, 
owing to the considerate precautions taken by 
our naval commander, there was no destruction 
of life. 

"When the "Cyane" wiis ordered to Central 
America, it was confidently Imped and expected 
that no occasion would arise for "a re-sort to vio- 
lence and destruction of property and loss of 
life." lnstrue, ions to that effect were given to 
her commander. -And no extreme' act would 
have been requisite had not the people them- 
selves, bv their extraordinary conduct iu the 
affair, frustrated all the possible mild meas- 
ure- for obtainitr*; satisfaction.
